AN  ARMY  OF  AMERICAN  “  B'JMS  ”  IN 

A  WINTER  LESS  LAND. 

Thrilling  Talet  of  Wrong,  and  MUhnp* 
I'ourcl  Into  the  Kan  of  Ltetenfog 
Traveler. — A  Tmn  Te*t — Sailor  In 
Iron* — A  OinVrencc. 

Tlie  same  nort  of  ijrea^y,  stji 
malotloroii-t  i-umuier  w bo  comes  into 
tou  when  November’s  chill  bla-ts  swe 
through  rural  Maa*achu-*-tts  h;n  invalid 
this  winter  less  lan«l  He  began  his 
grim  »ge  this  way  by  first  trvinu'  El  Paso, 
Tex.,  as  a  place  of  winter  r.sort  K1 
Paso,  the  gate  city  to  M ex-ho,  has  an  il- 
most uneQilurnbif-Hutn mer  climate,  hutTit 
jxts.ses.ses  a  nuxlel  winter  one,  vvlien  it  is  a 
pleasure  Jplive  merely  for  the  take  of  lik¬ 
ing.  Invalids  will  iind  the  dry,  warm  Jir 
of  El  Paso  as  good  .-is  that  of  ’many  in 
Italian  qt  Mediterranean  resort  during 
the  winter  months.  But  the  American 
“bum”  is  no  invalid;  he  is  a  sturdy  vaga 
bond  with  a  gvnuin*  tropical  liking  fl >r 
the  warm  side  of  a  police  station  sto\|e, 
in«Ii-ed.  I  believe  he  is  actuated  by  thiit 
semi  conscious  desire  all  men  of  Northeja 
climates  have  to  seek  a  warmer  cliite 
when  sharp  and  rigorous  winter  sets-  iki, 
freezing  lakes  and  rivers  and  benumbitis 
fingers  ami  toes. 

Latterly  quite  an  army  of  Americ^u 
tramps  havefc  invaded  Mexico,  working 
their  way  down  the  (’entral  railway,  aid 
reaching  this  cosmopolitan  capital  with  <tu 
instinct  that  surelv  i*oints  out  to  them 
where  may  be  found  men  who  speak  tlujir 
own  language.  They  are  cunning  chJk|  s, 
these  American  gypsies,  and  will  tell  >-m 
athrillUig  tale  uf  wrongs  done  them  f  y 
the  Mexicans,  of  their  utter  and  unmerited 
destitution,  nml  then  strike  you  for  the 
usual  small  loan  -till  they  can  get  work.  ’ 

I  met  u  chakthe  other  day  aud  he  whim  1 
piteously.  [V  had  been  stranded  hen? 
without  a  renty iu?  said,  the  man  for  whom 
he  was  to  liave\ worked  having  failed  in. 
business,  and  hexli.ul  tried  to  obtain  work, 
which  1  knew  dcis  uutrue,  at  both  the 
Central  and  National  railways.  I  asked 
him  if  he  had  not  been'to  see  Col.  More, 
the  L’nitetl  States  consul  general,  who  has 
a  sort  of  semi-pareutariuuction  as  regards 
Americans  in  distress. \  No;  he  had  not 
thought  of  that.  “Well,”  I  remarked, 
“until  you  have  made  known  your  ease  to 
him  aud  had  it  investigated  I  shall  not 
give  you  anything.”  lie 'turned  away 
sorrowful,  giving  me  a  look  ok  if  I  were  a 
very  austere  person  upon  whom  a  just  Hnd 
discerning  Providence  would  soon  bring 
well  merited  disaster.  He  never  went  to 
the  consul  general,  and  the  last  I  saw  ->f 
him  he  was  working  the  same  old  racket  1 
with  occasional  sm-cess. 

CASES  OF  REAL  DISTRESS. 

There  is  an  organization,  here  known  as 
the  American  Benevolent  society,  which 
tries  to  do  something  effective  for  Ameri¬ 
can  citizens  really  in  distress,  and  this 
society  does  good  oftentimes,  but  its  con¬ 
ductors  have  come  to  know  the  difference  , 
l»etween  genuine  and  simulated  cases  of 
distress,  and  when  a  man  asks  aid  they 
test  him  with  a  meal  ticket,  for  if  a  fellow  ■ 
is  really  hungry  he  will  snatch  at  a  meal 
ticket  as  if  it  were  money  itself.  Then 
for  the  sick  American  stranded  here  there  . 
is  an  excellent  institution  known  as  the- 
American  hospital  well  supported,  but 
requiring  a  good  sum  for  the  extension  of 
its  buddings.  The  English  colony  con¬ 
tribute  to  this  institution  when  any  British 
subject  needs  to  go  there,  tltisagoudj 
charily  for  touring  Americans  to  remem¬ 
ber. 

So  the  really  deserving  American  here 
who  is  in  actual  distress  need  not  fear 
starvation.  The  railway  managers  alwaVs 
give  pusses  out  of  tlie  country  to  men 
well  recommended  to  themjby  the  benevo¬ 
lent  society's  officials.  Of  course  a 
churity  passenger  is  not  sent  home  in  a 
Pullman  car,  and  this  is  resented  by  the 
tramp,  who  would  ask  for  a  special  train 
if  his  nerve  were  a  little  more  developed. 

At  Vera  Cruz,  the  other  day,  I  was 
staiuli ug  on  the  custom  house  pier  watch¬ 
ing  the  lateen  sails  of  the  flying  water 
craft,  absorbed  in  the  t»e»aty  of  the  scene,, 
the  tossing  waters  of  the  big  gulf,  the 
h-ight  tropic  skv  and  all  the  movement  -.f 
a  gav  a:.d  lively  port.  Then  thc-n-  enmo 
an  unwelcome  interruption  in  my  own 
native  tongue,  which  sounds  so  ill  at 
times  when  the  wrong  man  uses  it  to  you 
under  foreign  skies.  “Phase,  sir,  could 
jou  not  iit>  something  for  a  jtoor  sailor  in 
■J  is  tress?  In)  sick  and  trying  to  get  onto 
of  this  place.  ’ '  The  speaker  was  a  gaunt, 
p  il-  ted  with  eyes  that  could  counterfeit 
distress  most  laiiguishingly.  He  added: 
“I  have  had  no  breakfast,  and  it’s  now  » 
o’clock.”  To  this  broad  hint  I  responded 
by  giving  him  a  quarter  aud,  some  sound 
advice.

Section  1  That  “The  Orange  Crnae 
town  and  Orange  Valley  Street  Railway 
<  ompany.  '  «  corporation  inc<»rporated 
under  tr.e  certain  act  of  the  Levu-lat  rent 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  entitled  An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  I  a  corporation  or  Street 
Rmle ay  C’oiupanlee.  and  to  Regulate  the 
same.-  appr..vhd  April  sixth  a.  D.  eigb- 
t*-*  n  hundred  and  eighty-^Lx,  Is  hereby 
granted  the  right  lo  construct  man. tain 
ni-d  operate  a  street  railway  for  the  tr*i  s 
txirlatiori  -.f  passengxrs  upon  tlie  follow¬ 
ing  described  location  of  the  route  of  iu 
tracks,  ailhin-tbe  bounds  of  aaid  Town¬ 
ship.  that  is  to  say  upon  the  certain 
route  -  <  V.rnmeneii  g  on  Prospe<-t  Street 

at  the  boundary  line  eetat*lishe<]  beLween 
the  T-osnel  ip  of  East  Orange  ao^l  the 
Townshipof  Bloomfield,  and  running  from 
thenc*-  Northerly  through  the  centre  or 
side  of  said  Pro-jvect  Street  to  Olenwood 
Avenue.

S*-c.  2.  The  grant  hereby  iu  ide  is  under 
the  fo  lowing  restrictions  and  regulations, 
U*  wit : 

I  Hi*ve  shall  be  only  a  single  track 
laid  and  that  shall  l*e  upon  the  side  line 
of  each  stieet,  except  where  the  T-  wnship 
Commit  lee' shall,  by  resolution  otherwise 
expressly  determine;  but  there  may  bn  as 
many  turn-outs  and  switches  as  shall  be 
required  i  provided,  that  no  turn-out  shall 
be  niore  than  173  feet  in  length ;  nor  with- 
iis.jlki  teel  of  any  other  turn-outs  on  the 
sain e  street. 

II.  The  rails  to  be  used  for  said  rail- 
ro  id  shall  be  of  steel,  and  of  the  kind  and 
pattern  now  used  by  the  said  Orange  Cross- 
town  ami  Orange  Valley  Street  Railway 
Couqtany  in  the  City  of' Orange  ami  weigh¬ 
ing  irom  thirty  -eight  to  forty  pounds  to 
the  yard,  aud  the  sleepers,  *  ties,  ehair- 
aml  spikes  shul  severally  be  of  the  best 
quality  of  their  respective  kinds;  and  both 
material  and  workrqanship  shall  Im  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  inspection  ami  approval  of  said 
Township  Committee;  and  said  railroad 
shall  not  be  operated  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  passengers,  and  fares  be  collected 
thereon,  until  so  approved  and  accepted 
by  said  -ownship  Committee,  in  writing. 

III-.  The  spaces  between  the  rails  of 
the  tracks,  switches  and  turn-outs,  and 
between  the  tracks  of  the  turn-outs,  shall 
be  paved  with  cobble  stone  of  medium 
size  and  of  good  quality,  and  lo  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  said  Township  Committee,  be¬ 
fore  the  saiil  railroad  shall  be  operated 
for  the  tiansportation  of  passengers,  and 
fares  be  collected  thereon  ;  and  provided 
alsb,  that  all  macadam  or  broken  stone 
excavated  or  displaced  in  the  streets  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  the  property  of  the 
Township. 

IV.  The  said  spA.-b  between  the  rails 
and  between  the  tracks  and  a«pace  of  the 
width  of  eighteen  inches  on  each  side  of 
the  track  or  tracks  on  unpaved  street-*, 
shall  be,  at  all  times,  kept  and  maintained 
in  good  order  ami  repair  by  and  at  the 
expense  of  said  company,  and  to  the  sat¬ 
isfaction  of  the  Road  Committee  of  said 
Township  Committee;  or  if  not  so  kept 
aud  maintained,  the  repairs  theieto  may 
i-e  made  by  or  under  the  direction  of  said 
Road  Committee,  and  to  their  satisfac¬ 
tion,  ajul  theexpe.  se  thereof  shall  be  paid 
on  demand,  by  said  company  to  said 
Township;  provided,  the  said  Road  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give 
at  least  ten  days  notice,  in  writing,  of 
their  intention  to  make  such  repairs;  the 
said  notice  to  be  served  upon  any  officer 
or  employee  of  said  company  who  may  be 
found  at  their  office  or  stables 

V.  The  company  shall  iu  laying  its 
tracks,  switches  and  turn-outs,  conform, 
in  all  cases,  to  the  grade  lines  of  the 
streets,  as  now  established,  or  as  they 
may  be  hereafter  changed  or  established 
by  the  Township  Connuitte*;  and  said 
company  shall  in  case  ot  any  such  change 
of  gfacle,  confer rp  thereto,  and  alter  such 
tracks,  switches  and  turn-outs  at  their  own 
expense,  and  without  unnecessary  delay, 
ai.il  under  the  directloyof  said  Roud  Com¬ 
mittee;  or,  in  case  of  default,  the  said 
Road  Committee  shall  make  such  a 
change,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  made, 
and  the  exj>enses  thereof  shall  be  paid, 
or.  demand,  by  said  company  to  said  Town¬ 
ship;  provided,  ten  days’ notice  of  tlie 
Committee's  intention  to  make  such 
change  shall  be  given,  and  served  in  the 
>nni»*  manner  as  iu  case  of  repairs  as 
aforesaid. 

VI.  In  passing  over  the  gutteis  of  any 
cross  stre.-t  where  the  bottom  of  such 
gutters  is  or  may  bo  below  the  grade  line 

i. r  such  railjroad,  the  rails  shall  be  secure¬ 
ly  laid  and  fastened  m*'*»  <>ak  bridges  of 
th**  most  approved  pattern ;  and  such 
bridges  shall  be  extended  on  each  side  or 
the  track  or  tracks  to  the  gutter  line  of 
the  stireet  in  which  said  track  or  tracks 
arc  laid  ;  Ihe  bridges  and  work  to  be  suls 

j. -ct  to  the  inspection  and  approval  or  said 
Township  Committee,  in  every  particular. 

VII.  During  the  construction  of  said 

railroad,  no  unnecessary  hindrance  or  ol>- 
Miu<  tion  to  ordinary  travel  upon  any  such 
.street  or  streets,  shall  be  permitted  ;  and 
ir  any  accident  or  other  casualty  shall 
happen  to  occur,  at  any  time,  to  any  per¬ 
son  or  property,  because  or  by  reason  of 
any  work  connected  with  such  con--truc- 
t  on  or  suid  railroad,  or  afterwards  because 
or  by  reason  of  any  operation  thereof,  or 
through  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of 
anv  of  the  company’s  officers  or  servants, 
agents  or  employees,  the  said  company 
shall  be  liable  therefor,  and  shall  indem¬ 
nify  and  save  said  Township  harmless 
from  all  cost,  lossvor  damage  by  reason 
thereof.  .  ,  .  ,
